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Successful  Dahlia  Growing 

The  Dahlia  of  to-day  is  one  of  the  easiest 
of  all  flowers  to  grow  and  will  produce  more 
flowers,  size  considered,  than  any  other  plant 
grown,  if  these  simple  cultural  directions  are 
followed.  Prepare  the  soil  in  your  beds  tho¬ 
roughly  by  spading  the  ground  12  to  18  inches 
deep  in  the  Fall,  if  possible,  and  again  in  the 
Spring,  pulverizing  and  packing  it  down  with 
the  spading  tool  as  much  as  you  can.  Soil  left 
too  loose  or  lumpy  will  soon  dry  out.  I  find 
the  English  or  trench  method  of  spading  the 
best  way  if  a  real  good  job  is  desired.  If  your 
soil  is  quite  sandy  or  gravely,  some  well  rot¬ 
ted  manure,  leaves  or  peat  moss  thoroughly 
mixed  in,  will  help  greatly  to  hold  the  moisture. 

Very  heavy  or  clay  soil  is  greatly  benefited 
by  adding  some  coarse  sand,  coal  ashes  or  land 
plaster.  One  of  the  best  times  to  cultivate,  dah¬ 
lias,  etc.,  is  before  you  plant  them  by  prepar¬ 
ing  your  soil  deeply  and  thoroly. 

If  your  soil  is  really  poor,  work  in  a  little 
bone  meal  or  other  good  fertilizer  not  too  high 
in  nitrogen,  and  very  well  rotted  cow  manure. 

Select  an  open,  sunny  situation,  although 
they  do  quite  well  in  partial  shade  if  given  a 
little  more  space  or  keep  well  thinned  out.  Get¬ 
ting  full  benefit  of  all  the  morning  sun  only  is 
ideal.  If  possible,  give  your  dahlias  a  ‘home’ 
of  their  owm.  Large  sorts  should  be  about  3ft. 
apart  in  a  bed  3  feet  wide,  or  better  yet,  plant 
two  rows  in  a  bed  5  to  6  feet  wide. 

From  early  May  to  early  June  is  the  plant¬ 
ing  time  we  recommend  for  Portland  and  sim¬ 
ilar  climates.  This  will  give  you  flowers  from 
the  middle  of  August  to  heavy  frost.  They 
are  really  an  Autumn  flower  and  should  not 
start  to  bloom  till  the  heat  of  summer  is  just 
about  over.  However,  those  living  near  the 
ocean,  or  where  the  summers  are  cooler,  can 
plant  in  April. 

When  planting,  never  stand  the  tuber  on 
end;  lay  it  flat  in  a  hole  6  inches  deep.  Put 
some  sand  or  fine  soil  under  and  around  it  and 
then  fill  in  with  2  to  3  inches  of  top  soil.  The 
balance  can  be  filled  in  level  after  it  grows  up. 
If  the  soil  is  quite  moist  it‘s  better  not  to  wa¬ 
ter  in  when  planted.  The  size  of  the  tuber 
makes  no  difference  as  long  as  it  has  one  good 
strong  eye  or  sprout. 
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Allow  only  one  sprout  to  grow  from  each 
tuber.  When  they  have  made  their  second  or 
third  set  of  leaves,  pinch  the  top  out.  This 
causes  it  to  grow  a  stout  branch  at  the  base 
of  each  of  the  four  or  six  leaves  left.  This 
means  lower  plants,  more  and  better  flowers. 

One  can  easiely  overwater,  when  plants  are 
young,  but  you  cannot  over  cultivate  at  this 
stage  of  their  growth.  However,  whenever  you 
do  water,  soak  the  beds  throughly.  It  is  far 
better  to  give  a  dahlia  seven  buckets  of  water 
in  one  day,  than  1  a  day  for  7  days.  Always 
cultivate  surface  as  soon  after  as  dr^  enough. 
Dahlias  like  plenty  of  water  when  in  bioom  but 
can’t  stand  ‘wet  feet’.  How  is  your  drainage? 

To  have  the  greatest  of  success  is  to  keep 
them  growing,  but  as  strong  and  sturdy  as 
possible.  You  will  get  few,  if  any,  blooms  (and 
inferior)  from  hardened  or  stunted  growth. 

When  buds  appear,  stop  all  deep  cultivation 
and  give  the  beds  a  mulch  of  manure,  leaves, 
grass  clippings,  etc.  If  sufficient  mulching  is 
not  available,  make  a  shallow  basin  around 
each  plant,  and  fill  well  with  mulching.  After 
two  or  three  weeks,  a  little  additional  fertiliz¬ 
er  may  be  put  on  every  ten  days,  or  so.  Feed¬ 
ing  in  liquid  form  is  best  in  most  cases,  but 
use  caution — don’t  give  too  much  at  one  time. 

If  you  want  larger  Dahlias  of  greater  sub¬ 
stance  and  longer,  stronger  stems  —  disbud. 
When  the  size  of  peas,  pinch  off  all  buds  in  a 
cluster  except  the  largest,  unless  it  is  deformed. 

To  make  your  dahlias  healthier  looking  and 
also  to  hold  insects  in  check,  give  your  bush¬ 
es  a  shower  bath  every  evening,  during  the  dry 
hot  weather.  They  will  greatly  appreciate  it. 

A  few  days  after  the  tops  have  been  black¬ 
ened  by  a  heavy  frost,  late  in  the  Fall,  cut 
them  off  and  dig  carefully  so  as  not  to  break 
the  necks  of  tubers.  Remove  most  of  the  soil, 
but  not  necessarily  all  of  it.  When  possible,  dig 
on  a  sunny  day,  allowing  clumps  to  dry  off 
before  storing,  cutting  off  the  remaining  hol¬ 
low  stalk  as  close  to  tubers  as  you  can.  If 
troubled  with  wet  stem  rot,  turn  clumps  upside 
down  or,  split  stalk  and  clump  in  halves.  An 
old-fashioned  or  potato  celler  is  ideal  for  dah¬ 
lias.  If  in  a  heated  basement,  put  them  in  the 
coolest  corner,  on  the  floor  or  in  a  large  box. 
If  there  are  signs  of  shriveling,  cover  more  or 
less  with  slightly  moist  earth,  sand  etc.

The  ‘all  purpose’  type  of  the  dahlia  family 

The  past  few  years  many  people  have  been 
delighted  with  the  advent  of  the  smaller  types. 
True  we  have  had  the  pompons  for  some  time 
and  probably  nothing  will  detract  from  their 
present  popularity.  But  this  type  was  not 
universal  in  its  appeal  because  of  its  stiffness 
and  lack  of  change  in  its  form. 

It  seems  that  in  the  new  “Miniatures’’  are 
imbued  all  the  characteristics  which  have 
hitherto  been  lacking.  In  the  first  place  they 
include  all  the  variations  of  form  found  in  the 
larger  types,  from  the  full  centered  decorative 
to  the  artistically  curled  and  twisted  peony. 
Secondly,  their  miniature  size  and  airy  graceful¬ 
ness  makes  them  ideal  for  artistic  arrangement. 
Thirdly,  besides  keeping  as  long  as  pompons 
when  cut  at  proper  age,  they  bloom  so  freely 
that  one  can  cut  mercilessly  only  to  see  a  new 
wealth  of  color  in  a  day  or  so.  Last,  but  not 
least,  the  neater,  more  compact,  lower-grow¬ 
ing  bushes,  with  such  a  liberal  amount  of 
color,  is  entirely  suited  for  garden  decoration 
where  space  is  so  limited  that  the  giant  blos¬ 
soms  and  rank  growth  of  the  larger  types  would 
be  out  of  the  question. 


KEEPING  CUT  DAHLIA  BLOOMS 

Cut  the  flowers  as  late  as  possible  in  the 
evening  or  very  early  in  the  morning,  while 
the  dew  is  still  on  them.  Cut  with  long  stems 
and  dip  the  ends  of  the  stems  (2  to  3  inches) 
in  almost  boiling  water  for  20  seconds  to  one 
minute,  depending  on  length  and  texture  of 
the  stem  Then  immediately  submerge  them 
two-thirds  of  their  length  in  cold  water  and 
put  them  in  a  cool  place,  away  from  all  draft 
for  a  couple  of  hours,  or  till  wanted  for  your 
vases.  The  more  of  the  stem  you  can  have  in 
the  water  in  your  vases,  the  longer  the  blooms 
will  keep  fresh.  When  cutting  large  dahlia 
blooms  try  and  select  those  that  are  in  their 
prime,  or  developed  to  their  fullest  extent.  Just 
a  day  too  soon  will  often  make  quite  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  some  of  the  quicker  maturing  varieties. 

The  long,  hollow  stems,  or  stalks,  are  an  advantage  if 
they  are  under  the  cool  water.  Change  the  water  often. 

If  a  bouquet  of  dahlias  is  wrapped  in  moist  newspap¬ 
er,  so  as  to  hold  moisture  and  exclude  all  the  air  possible, 
they  will  keep  in  perfect  cond.tion  for  hours.

AGALIA —  Soft  orange,  overlaid  salmon.  Of 
splendid  habit;  strong  stems,  3  ft.  .50 

BABY  ROYAL — (SC)  Popular  cut  flower  var¬ 
iety,  keeping  well  in  water.  A  dainty  little 
bloom  of  salmon  pink,  shaded  apricot  and 
gold  on  low  bush  Loaded  with  blooms  from 
early  till  late.  Stiff,  wiry  stems.  .50 

BALDRE —  A  brilliant  shade  of  rich  salmon- 
rose.  Very  double,  perfectly  formed  flowers 
on  extra  stout  stems.  A  sturdy  grower  and 
constant  bloomer.  Gold  Medal  winner  3ft.  .35 

BOBBIE — A  very  neatly  formed,  small  flower 
produced  very  freely  on  long  upright,  wiry 
stems.  Color  is  orange  buff  with  a  darker 
base  to  each,  slightly  cupped  petal,  3  ft.  .50 

CARINE — Deep  tangerine  orange;  a  self-color. 
Of  semi-cactus  type  and  perfect  form.  Rigid 
stems  of  great  length;  attractive.  3  ft.  .50 
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CORONA — An  American  creation  that  can  be 
recommended  to  all  who  want  a  little  flow¬ 
er  of  purest  white  and  formal  shape.  4  ft.  .30 

CORONA  (Originator’s  spelling)  is  spelled  CORONNE 
by  some.  It  is  one  of,  if  not  the  first  American  minia¬ 
ture  dahlia.  Of  truest  type  and  resembles  a  Gardenia. 

DICK  FELTON— Rich  amber,  shaded  orange 
with  yellow  at  base.  The  bushy  plants  are 
almost  covered  with  blooms,  on  good  stems. 
Very  effective  garden  plant,  3  ft.  .50 

Elizabeth  Pape — (Cac)  Plants  are  loaded  with 
little  flowers  at  all  times.  Of  perfect,  spiky 
form;  delicate  salmon  pink,  and  cream.  .50 

ELVIC  —  Low  growing,  bushy  plants,  having 
small,  neatly  formed  flowers  of  distinct  col¬ 
oring-scarlet,  edged  and  tipped  white.  Var¬ 
iable  in  its  markings  and  therefore  more  in¬ 
teresting.  Mass  of  bloom — always,  23^ft.  .60 

ENDEAVOR — (SC)  An  English  variety  of  the 
‘Baby  Royal'  type.  Color  a  vermilion-orange 
shading  darker  at  edges  and  tips.  Dandy 
stems  and  a  bushy  grower,  33^ft.  .75 

FAIRY — Beautiful  soft  pink  with  lilac  suffus¬ 
ion.  Formal  type;  long,  stiff  stems,  33^ ft.  .50 


FREDA —  Rich,  shining  maroon — the  darkest 
color  in  this  type.  Very  double,  flowers  of  per¬ 
fect  form  on  wiry,  erect  stems,  that  last  ex¬ 
ceptionally  well  on  the  bush  or  in  bouquets.

PARK  BEAUTY  —  Little  blooms  of  perfect 
form  and  of  a  brilliant  pure  orange.  A  mass 
of  blooms  on  erect,  wiry  stems.  A  wonder¬ 
ful  variety  for  beds,  etc,  lYi  ft.  .75 

PHOENIX —  Really  quite  distinct  in  color — 
rich  old  gold  with  the  reverse  of  each  floret 
crimson.

MIXED  DAHLIA  TUBERS 

I  never  have  found  it  necessary  to  catalog 
unnamed  or  mixed  dahlia  tubers.

ATHLETE — New  foreign  variety  that  is  hard 
to  equal.

DAZZLE — Dazzling  scarlet  that  does  not  fade. 
Small  flowers;  strong,  extra  long  stems  .35

color  with  an  orange-scarlet  band  around 
each  petal;  every  bloom  comes  true.  Won¬ 
derful  stems  and  a  good  keeper.
